Miss  Prince  is  very  energetic  and  manages  this  grade  with  much 
skill. 
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Higher  Diyision,  Fall  and  Winter  Terms. — Ethel  L.  Stone. 

Miss  Stone  appeared  to  be  a  conscientious  and  able  teacher. 
The  numbers  were  reduced  at  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  but 
those  present  passed  excellent  examinations.  There  were  some 
difficulties  in  discipline  to  overcome  during  this  term. 

Primary  Division. — Mary  A.  Corliss. 
There  was  much  noise  and  confusion  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term,  of  which  the  teacher  was  duly  reminded.  Subsequently 
the  pupils  behaved  properly  and  seemed  interested  in  the  recita- 
tions.   The  attendance  in  this  grade  always  falls  off  in  winter. 

Miss  Martin's  School. 
Owing  to  the  large  number  of  pupils  of  the  Primary  grade,  the 
committee  authorized  Emma  R.  Martin  to  teach  not  more  than 
fifteen  primary  scholars  from  the  southern  part  of  the  island,  and 
awarded  her  for  so  doing,  said  scholars  proportionate  share  of  the 
school  fund  for  the  spring  and  fall  terms.  Afterwards,  in  defer- 
ence to  the  wishes  of  some  of  the  citizens,  this  management  was 
also  extended  to  include  the  winter  term. 


DISTRICT  No.  14. 
Spring  and  Fall  Terms. — Helen  A.  Jewell. 
These  were  successful  terms.    Mrs.  Jewell  is  an  excellent  dis- 
ciplinarian. 

Winter  Term. — G.  Wilmer  Gerow. 
We  were  very  favorably  impressed  at  the  first  visit,  and  pre- 
dicted a  prosperous  termination.  Unfortunately  the  teacher,  on 
account  of  sickness,  was  obliged  to  suspend  for  three  weeks  or 
more,  and  recommence  a  short  term,  previous  to  the  writing  of 
this  report. 

DISTRICT  No.  17. 
Spring  and  Fall  Terms. — Hattie  A.  Farr. 
The  order  was  good  and  the  improvement  above  the  average. 
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Winter  Term. — Jennie  M.  Merriman. 
This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.    She  had  good  ideas  in 
respect  to  the  lessons  and  was  successful  in  discipline. 

DISTRICT  No.  18. 
Spring  Term. — Carrie  M.  Bibber. 
The  pupils  were  quieter  than  usual  and  good  progress  was 
secured,  though  some  of  the  classes  seemed  lacking  in  thorough- 
ness. 

Fall  and  Winter  Terms. — Vira  J  Lord. 

The  best  of  order  prevailed.  Miss  Lord's  method  of  instruction 
is  in  some  respects  different  from  that  to  which  the  pupils  were 
accustomed,  and  this  produced,  at  the  beginning  especially,  dis- 
satisfaction. The  teacher's  aim  was  a  full  comprehension  of  the 
lessons,  rather  than  a  large  amount  gone  over. 

DISTRICT  No.  19. 
Spring  and  Fall  Terms. — May  S.  Boston. 
The  teacher  seemed  in  full  control  of  the  school,  and  during 
the  examinations,  at  least,  no  serious  fault  could  be  discovered  in 
the  recitations.    Considerable  opposition  however,  arose,  and  it 
was  deemed  inadvisable  to  employ  her  longer. 

Winter  Term. — John  W.  Conden. 
Mr.  Conden  secured  the  good  will  of  his  pupils  from  the  start, 
gave  general  satisfaction,  and  the  term  was  profitable. 

The  committee  suspended  the  schools  in  Nos.  8  and  12. 

In  No.  12,  the  cost  of  transportation  for  the  25  weeks  was  $30. 

In  No.  8,  the  cost  of  transportation  for  the  entire  year  was  $52. 

The  average  expense  for  maintaining  a  school  of  this  class, 
where  a  female  teacher  only  was  employed,  has  been  about  #180. 
The  exact  sum  for  No.  5,  being  $182.50.  This  represents  a  saving 
in  one  school  alone,  of  $130.00,  or  enough  to  lengthen  the  winter 
term  one  week,  throughout  the  town. 
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Mr.  Doughty  has  faithfully  endeavored  to  perform  his  duty  as 
truant  officer,  and  has  been  sustained  by  the  committee.  It  has 
been  found  however,  that  Sec.  24  of  the  school  laws  presents  a 
serious  doubt  as  to  the  form  of  procedure,  while  Sec.  26  is  too 
severe  for  ordinary  cases,  leaving  no  discretion  to  the  courts. 

Section  21,  however,  permits  towns  to  make  such  by-laws  in 
regard  to  truancy  as  they  may  deem  fit,  provided  said  by-laws  are 
not  repugnant  to  law.  And  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the 
town  take  action  in  the  matter  as  soon  as  practicable.  Under  a 
republican  form  of  government,  the  universal  education  of  the 
people  is  absolutely  essential  to  its  safety. 

But  it  is  useless  to  tax  ourselves  to  provide  schools,  if  these  are 
not  attended.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1896. 


The  schools  have  been  for  the  most  part  very  profitable,  If  in  all 
cases  teachers  had  received  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents, 
there  would  have  been  no  exceptions,  but  without  this  our  schools 
can  never  reach  the  degree  of  excellence  which  we  wish  them  to 
attain.  The  pupils  and  schools  would  be  much  benefited  and  the 
instructors'  labor  lessened  if  the  parents  would  visit  the  schools 
and  in  other  ways  show  their  interest  and  encourage  their  children 
to  work  hard  for  an  education  which  is  to  make  them  better 
women  and  men. 

The  attendance  at  school  during  the  year  has  been  good,  which 
in  itself  is  good  evidence  of  profitable  terms,  for  without  this 
there  can  be  no  satisfactary  work  done. 

By  the  introduction  of  supplementary  reading  much  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  this  branch  of  study.  By  repeatedly  "go- 
ing through"  the  reader,  pupils  had  learned  them  so  that  no  in- 
terest was  taken  in  their  reading,  but  at  trifling  expense,  copies 
of  "Black  Beauty",  "Grandfather's  Chair",  "Snowbound",  "Lady 
of  the  Lake"  and  "Sketches  from  Irving"  were  introduced  into 
the  schools  and  a  change  has  been  made  for  the  better. 

The  fall  terms  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  were  considerably 
interrupted  by  the  threatened  outbreak  of  contagious  diseases 
which  injured  the  schools  in  some  districts. 

In  closing,  a  word  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  school  houses 
may  not  be  amiss,  while  in  many  cases  they  have  been  put  into 
comfortable  condition  there  are  still  a  few  which  need  some  im- 
provements to  make  them  comfortable  for  teachers  and  pupils, 
especially  during  the  winter  terms,  when  some  discomfort  arises 
from  their  rather  open  condition.  I  would  recommend  that  as  fast 
as  the  town  is  able  some  improvements  be  made. 

To  the  pupils  I  would  say  improve  your  school  grounds  by 
keeping  them  tidy,  plant  trees,  raise  flags  and  take  pride  in  their 
good  appearance.
